CARLISTS THOUGHT TO BE PROMPTING 
THE DYNAMITE OUTRAGES. 


Austria Strengthening Her Battalions— 
Hungary Would Welcome.a War With 
Russia~The Czar Massing Troops on 
the German Frontier— All Europe 
Anxious—South American Matters— 
General Foreign Nows. 


LUXEMBOURG, April 13.—The excitement over 
the Anarchist outrages bas been increased 
by the discovery of two*‘large bombs on a 
goods train from Brussels. The bombs were 
charged with powerful explosive and, it is 
believed, were intended for use in Luxem- 
burg. Within the past few days, after night- 
fall, the sentinels at the Grand Ducal Palace 
have noticed persons loitering about in the 
darkness and apparently trying to get an 
idea ofthe ins and outs of the structure. 
When approached, these persons disap- 
peared hastily andit was found impossible 
to overtake them. Precautions at the paiace 
and at other public buildings have therefore 
been increased. Itis feared that Anarchists 
are plotting to injure the reigning family. 

The Spanish Government has sent a force of 
troops to strengthen the garrison at Bilbao, 
the capital of Biscay, where the local au- 
Ltbhorities have been thrown into panic by the 
receipt of letteré menacing them with all 
kinds of violence. -In some of these commu- 
nications, addressed to the Prefect, and all of 
them anonymous, threats are made that the 
churches and other public bullidings wiil be 
cestroyed with dynamite. Hints are made of 
a coming deliverance from the yoke of the 
‘‘Foreign woman,’’ as she is called, who 
now rules over Spain. The Government is 
not sure that these menacing missives are 
sent by ordinary Anarchists. it is Known 
that Bilbao has many Cariist sympathizers, 
who detest Queen Christina and would seize 
at an opportunity to arouse another Carlist 
revolt in Biscay, and the Government is 
anxious to find out whethera motive of this 
kind is behind the alleged Anarchist threats. 

In order to guard avainst any contingency, 
both the civiland military authorities at Bil- 
bao have been urged to special vigilance and 
are belog put in readiness to meet any upris- 
ing with prompt and energetic repression. 
Life imprisonment is the penalty provided 
for attempts of this description, and the 
authorities have been notified by the Minister 
of Justize that the-law must be ad- 
ministered to its full extent in the 
case of every person convicted of hav- 
ing in their possession or using for un- 
lawful purposes an explosive of any Kind. 
The police at various places report almost 
daily the arrest of one or more men who have 
dynamite in their possession, but since the 
arrest of Delboche and Ferreira the Anarch- 
ists, who, it is believed, intended to blow up 

-the parliamentary bulldings, the number of 
attempted outrages have greatly fallen off, 

The latest dynamite affair reported in Mad- 
rid is an attempt that was made to-day to 
cause an explosion at the School of Architects 
inthiscity. The porter of the building found 
a petard with a burning fuse lying in the en- 
trance ofthe school. He extinguished the 
fuse and no harm was done. 
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PREPARING FOR WAR. 


AUSTRIA STRENGTHENING HER BATTALIONS— 
ALL EUROPE ANXIOUS. 

VIENNA, April 13.—Baron De Baur, theim- 
perial Minister of War, has submitted to the 
Reichsrath a proposition to strengthen the 
army by adding ten men to each company in 
the infantry regiments and by creating two 
mew cavalry regiments. It is belleved that 
there will be no hesitation either in Austria 
or in Hungary in adopting the proposal, as 
the feeling is strong that a war with Russia 
cannot long be avoided and that the increase 
of the Russian armamentin Poland must be 
met at least by equal preparations on the 
part of the Austro-liungarian Empire. In 
Hungary, especially, there is anardent de- 
sire ior war wiih RKussta in order to obtain re- 
venge for Russia’s share in subduing the 
Hungarian struggle for independence. 

GERMAN FEARS. 

BERLIN, April 18.—The National Zeitung com- 
ments upon the reported intention of the 
Russian government to establish a coalihg 
station in South America, This coaling sta- 
tion, the Zeitung says, would be necessary in 
the event of war involying Kussia and 
England. In such acase Russian warships 
could only reach Viadivostock, Russia’s naval 
depot in the North Pacific, by the way of 
Cape Horn and a coaling station tn that 
neighborhood would be wmecessary. The 
National Zeitung comments on the story that 
. the United States is Just at this time negoti- 
ating for an acquisition of a coaling station 
at Uruguay and considers the reported sim- 
ultaneous actions of the two governments, 
hiussia and the United States, indicates a con- 
cert of understanding and an intended pro- 
tective combination against Great Britain. 

RUSSIA MASSING TROOPS. 

Paris, April 13.—The massing of troops 
along the western frontier of Russia is stilla 
matter of discussion among military men 
and considerable conjecture is indulged in as 
to the object of Russia in sending such large 
rorces to the western provinces. The clair 
to-day says that geveral leading Kussian 
generals have left St. Petersburg to assume 
eommand of the troops massed on the Ger- 
man frontier. 


SOUTH AMERICAN NEWS. 


REPUDIATION TALKED IN ARGENTINE—RIO BE- 
SIEGED. 


BuENos AYRES, April 18.—A section of the 
populace, relyingon the assurance of sup- 
port and protection fromthe United States, 
ts in favor of the Argentine Republic 
coolly repudiating its Buropean ob- 
ligations. The Nation newspaper, com- 
menting on the agitation in favor of 
repudiation, says in an outspoken article 
that, even counting on thefavor and sup- 
port of the United Statesin aiding Argentine 
against any forcible action on the partof 
Europe, Argentine cannot and must not 
fail to fulfil her engagements to the utmost 
extent possible. Tne Nation earnestly de- 
mounces repudiation. 

The Montevideo papers pronounce the Lon- 
don Times story, relative to the alleged nego- 
tiations between Uruguay and the United 
States for securing Rat Island as a naval 
storage place, an absurd calumny. 


RIO JANEIRO BESEIGED. 

Rio JANEIRO, April 13.—The city to-day Is in 
a state of seilge. A number of prominent 
military and paval officers haye been 
placed under arrest for having/ partici- 
pated in~a great public mar festation 
in favor of jex-President Fonseca. /The pris- 
oners will be tried by a council off war. The

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Grosso. .The Legislature has proclaimed’ its 
independence of the Republic.

The new Governor, Embank, who was pre- 
vented from landing from the steamer which 
took him to Matto Grosso from Rio Janeiro, 
was fired upon by the fort.

MOVEMENTS OF BALMA CEDISTS. 

VALPARAISO, April 13.—Reports from trav- 
elers arriving here from the Argentine Re- 
public are to the effect that a number of Bal- 
macedists have left that country and are now 
crossing the Cordilleras, en route to Santiago. 
A quantity of dynamite has been found by the 
police in a storehouse in Santiago. An inves- 
tigation is now in progress. Several cases of 
explosives were stolen from the works of the 
Transandine Railroad at Los Anges. The 
police caught the robbers. The Judge of 
Crimes is inquiring into the affair. 


FISH PROPAGATION, 


The Commission’s Summer Work Com- 
menced Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—The sprtng 
and summer season . of the Fish 
Commission was openeu actively yester- 
day, when Mr. 8S. G. Worth, in charge 


of eighteen men, went down the river and 
openedthe new shad spawning station at 
Bryan’s Point, just below the old station at 
Fort Washington. The commission was com- 
pees to move from Fort Washington because 
he War Department required the 
site occupied to complete certain defenses 
for the city of Washington. Bryan’s Point 
has been leased for a term of years with the 
privilege of purchase and will be established 
asa permanent Government shad fishery. 
Dr. ‘iarleton H. Bean, the Chief Clerk 
of. the confmission, siates that the total 
shad distribution last year was 837,000 eggs, 
69,088,815 fry (or small fishes) ana 800,000 year- 
old shad. Of these the Fort Wash- 
ington station on the Potomac 
furnished 170,000 fry and 32,360,000 
exgs which were shipped to the central 
station on Sixth street southwest to be 
hatched. 

Last season was regarded as a very poor 
one, the product not being one-half what was 
expecied by theofficials owing to bad weather 
and the muddy condition of the streams. 
Chief Clerk Bean thinks the commission ought 
to be able this season to aistribute 100,000,000 
young shad and arrangements are being 
made by Commissioner McDonald to handle 
that number. It is proposed this season 
to hold the young shad until they are old 
enough to take care of themselves. 

Last season the 800,000 yearlings kept fn one 
of the carp ponds, near the Washington 
monument, and liberated in the fall at the 
proper time to go down the Potomac to 
the sea have been heard from with 
wood and guick results. his year the carp 
ponds will be stocked with a large number of 
shadeggs. Similar experiments with fry will 
be made at other points. 
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“WARD M’ALLISTER’S FARM. 


The Leader of the Four Hundred Relates 
His Experience. 

New York, April 13.—Ward McAllister 
writes thus of his farming: ‘‘I took to farm- 
ingin 1853 and I bought 46 acres of land on 
Newport Isiand,a promotory extending far 
enough into Narragansett Bay to give youa 
glimpse of the ocean. I spent asmall fortune 
on building, drainage, etc., and then bad to 
disburse annually $3,500 if not more to pay the 


running expenses of the farm. The only re- 
turn was afew eggsapdchickens. The ques- 
tion of expense began toannoy meas it was 
all outlay and no substantialreturn. Sol got 
a good young man and put the place 


in his hands to be worked on shares, supply- 
ing him witheverything. 

‘*‘I then went in for profitable farming, 
tufned my place intoa dairy farm and took 
to sheep farming,my farmer readtly finding a 
market in Newport for his milk and cream. 
Four hundred cnickens, 125 turkeys and forty 
spring lambs soon created a Dank account, 
and to my surprise the annual sales of prod- 
uce on this torty-six acres amounted to 
from $2,500 to $3,200. For ten consecutive 
years my net profitafter paying all expenses 
was fully $700a year. I myself was one of the 
farmer’s best customers, paying the highest 
market price for ail he furnished me, taking 
from him milk and cream all the year 
in’ both New York and Newport. My 
profit in farming 1s in my early 
iambs, selling them at $12 each during March 
and Apriltoa fashionable butcher; also in 
the sale of young turkeys at $2.50each (avold- 
ing the expense of fattening them) and in 
the sale of poultry, milk and cream, pigs 
and squabs. 

‘‘Ina few years the island of Newport will 
be dotted with model farms, It will then be- 
come the fashion to live on these farms. Pur- 
chase land where you will on this little 
island, you will find it has the same climate 
and the same views, both of ocean and of 
bay, as you have in Newport itself.’’ 


FIRES. 


The Washington “Evening Star’’ Office 
j Gutted—Other Losses. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—At 9 o’clock this 

morning fire was discovered in the engine- 

room, adjoining the stock-room and press- 
room ofthe Evening Star office, and although 
the alarm was promptly given and the entire 
department responded immediately, the fire 
spread rapidly toward the interlor of the 
bioek and soon reached the stereotyping and 
composing rooms on the third and fourth 
floors. At 10:30 the second, third and fourth 
floors were gutted and the press room badly 
damaged. ‘ihe magnificent Potter press is 
thought to be completely ruined and the two 
Hoe presses are damaged to some extent. 


The stereotyping room isin ruins. The en- 
tire fire department was at work, but as 
there was no way of access to the interior of 
the block, except through or over the high 
buildings composing it, the firemen were 
seriously handicapped in their work, The 
National Tribune has offered the Star the use 
of its facilities and the paper will appear 
this afternoon, but probably in a reduced 
form. No estimate of losses or insurance can 
yet be obtained. Y

Congressional Inquiry Intothe Sweating 
Eystem—Strikes. 


Boston, Mass., April 13.—After the public 
hearing on the sweating system yesterday, 
the Congressional Committee, in company 
with Jobn Crowley, secretary ofthe Anti- 
Tenement House League, and John E. Griffin, 
State Factory Inspector, drove around the 
North End and visited a number of tenement 
houses where clothing was made, Inthe 
Hebrew quarters the people who work in 
town in the Hebrew quarters were found gen- 
erally away, it being the feast of the pass- 
over. In the Italian and Portuguese quarters 
work was goingon. Inoneofr the rookeries 
the clothing of a Boston firm were found. In 
one piace where clothing was made, scarlet 
fever was found, and the Congressmen re- 
fused to go in.

Vermont’s Republican Delegates Will

HARRISBURG, Pa., April 13.—The conven- 
tion delegates and their followers were stir- 
ring at daybreak, thyugh most of them had 
had little sleep. Aconference of the leaders 
was called in Mr. Harrity’s room at § o’clock. 
State Senator Ross and Congressman Beltz- 
hoover were in attendance and there was 
some discussion of a possible slight change 
in the slate tnat was fixed up last night. The 
conference finally determined, however, to 
leave the programmeunchanged. Mr. Beltz- 
hoover’s speech was submitted and approved 
and Mr, Rogs outlined his remarks for ap- 
proval. ) 

The conference adjourned at 9:30 o’clock 
and Mr. Harrity went down-stairs for break- 
fast. When he returned to his room he found 
it filled with the usual crowd of disgusted 
Democrats, who had been disappointed in 
the distribution of tickets to the convention. 
There were not enough tickets to go half way 
around, for the opera-house seats only 1,600 
and the whole stage had been reserved for 
the press. 

The opera-house doors were thrown open 
at ll »’ clock, an hour before the time for 
which the convention was called. The 
proscenium arch and galleries were decorated 
with shields and bunting. The delegates 
gathered slowiy. Shortly * before noon, 
when the hall was half filled, 
someone sent a floral horse- shoe 
to the desk with ‘‘Twenty-fourth Represen- 
tative District; administration, 37; anti-ad- 
ministration, 22,’’ ona printed card inside 
the curve. There were cheers for the Twen- 
ty-fourth from the crowd. At 12:15 o’clock 
J. Marshall Wright, Chairman of the State 
Committee, called the convention to order 
and Secretary Nead read the call forthe con- 
vention. The list of Secretaries, Sergeants- 
at-Arms and assistants wasread. Then the 
Secretary called the roll of delegates and 
contestants. There was sixty-eight contests, 
fifty of them being frum Philadelphia. 

8S. Z. Haubecher withdrew his contest in 
Franklin County and James H. Wisebank in 
the Fourth Philadelphia District. When 
Philadelphia was reached the contestants 
from the Second District interrupted the roll 
call to move that the contesting delegation 
be substituted for that. onthe regular roll. 
But Chairman Wright ignored the motion 
a cheers ordered the roll call to pro- 
ceed. 

George Morgan of the Twenty-seventh 
Philadelphia Districtalso withdrew his con- 
test. The reading of thelist was completed 
ati2:50. John R. Reid of Philadelphia then 
took the floor and placefiin nomination for 
Temporary Chairman, Hon. . E. Beltz- 
hoover. Nominations were closed, and Mr. 
Beltzhoover was unanimously chosen. John 
R. Reldand Hugh Grilly of Lehigh were ap- 
pointed a committee to escort Mr. Beltz- 
hoover to the chair.

MEETING OF THE STATE CONVENTION AT MONT~ 
PELIER. e 

MONTPELIER, Vt., April 13.—The Republican 
State Convention to elect delegates to the 
National Republican Convention at Minneap- 
olis, will be held here to-day. 

The attendance will be larger than usual 
owing tothe fact that the Second District 
Convention to elect the District delegates 
will be held here in the afternoon 
and there willalso be a meeting of the Exec- 
utive Commuttee of the Republican State 
League. An extra drawing card has been 
provided in the person of Congressman Reed 
of Maine, who will address the State Conven- 
tion, speaking in Burlington Wednesday 
evening, and at the First District Convention 
in Rutland the day following. 

The convention will organize with Charles 
M. Wilds of Middleboro as chairman. The 
Green Mountains sgep4’rate the State into two 
political dtvisions, whose rights are jealously 
guarded in the election of delegates as well 
as Senators and Representative in Congress, 
Governor and other State officers.

F. E. Smith of Montpélier, Hugh Henry of 
Chester and L. D. Hazen of St. Johnsbury 
are candidates for delegates atlarge. Can- 
didates for district delegates ore E. P.

HARRIOT EXECUTED 


An Atrocious Crime Meets Its Legal 
Penalty. 


HISTORY OF THE BLACKEST CASE IN NEW 
JERSEY ANNALS. 


The Doomed Wretch Broke Down on the 
Scaffold—Fate of Nellie McCOlayton— 
Another Tennessee Feud—Des peradoes 
Fortified and Defying Arrest—Soldier 
Killed by a Gambler. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., April 13.—Louis Harriot, 
the murderer of Mrs. Leonard of Atlantic 
Highlands,was hanged this morning. He 
passed a quiet night in jail. He retired to his 
cot shortly after 11 o’clock last night and in 
less than ten minutes he was sleeping sound- 
ly. He was awakened at6this morning. He 
was then given a bath, after which heatea 
hearty breakfast of steak, potatoes and bread 
and butter. He then changed his old clothes 
and put on a new suit Of black. At 10 0’clock 
the murderer was sitting quietly in his cell 
waiting tor the moment of execution. When 
about to be led tothe scaffold, Harriot shook 
hands with the Sheriffand said, ‘‘Good-bye, 
old man; you have been goodto me.’’ He 
then burst into tears and had to be supported 
while his hands were being tied and the noose 


adjusted. The drop fell at 10:20a. m. 

Charles T. Leonard Hved on the outskirts 
of the pretty New Jergey Village of Atlantic 
Highlands, and was one of the most prosper- 
ous farmers in that thriving neignborhood. 
His wife, Annie G. Leonard, was a charming 
woman of 388. She was devoted to her hus- 
band and to their children. Much of her 
leisure was spent in beautifying their pretty 
home with the products of her brush. The 
walls of every room in the house bear 
specimens of her skill. Mrs. Leonard, in 
addition to her accomplishments, was pos- 
sessed of much beauty of person. She was 
one of the leading members of the Baptist 
Church atthe Highlands, was prominent in 
local society and was noted for. Her acts of 
charity. 

In the early part of last November Mr. 
Leonard sent to the employment agency, No. 
120 Greenwich street, New York,for a new 
farm hand. The man sent to him was Louis 
Harriot, 21 years old,a native of Lorraine. 
Harriot worked ona farm at Soutnold, L. l., 
last summerand spoke English fairly well. 
Hie carried an unfavorable impression from 
the momentof hisarrivalat Mr. Leonard’s 
farm. He was an ill-mannered, vicious-look- 
ing fellow, but as he appeared to be able and 
willing to work employment was given to 
him, He was very powerful, standing over 6 
feetin height, and with a heavy, bony frame. 
A peculiarity of hig appearance was his 
rough, bullet-shaped head, 

On the afternoon of Nov. 27 Mr. Leonard 
took a number of the. hands and went to a 
field about half a mile fromthe house. Har- 
riot was left behind to haul some manure 
from the barnyard. 

Mrs. Leonard was at the house with her 
eidest daughter, Alice, and the two younger 
children. Miss Alice and the two younger 
children went to cali ataneighbor’s. When 
they returned at 4 o’clock their mother was 
missing. When the father returned at 5 
they all began a search of the- premises 
for Mrs. Leonard. It was observed 
that Harriot was also missing. Mr, Leonard 
had searched, as he sup \» every room in 
vain. As he came downstairs, however, 
remembered that there was a large store- 
room opening fromthe sitting-room that he 
had not yet examined. When he tried to 
open the door he feita weight against it. A 
harder push threw it open, and as he entered 
he stumbled over the prostrate form of his 
wife, who lay with her feet against the door 
and her head toward the opposite wail. 

Mr. Leonard was almost frozen with horror 
as the dim, flickering rays of the lamp fell 
upon a pool of blood in which his wife was 
lying. Bending eagerly down, he took In the 
horrible situation at a glance, almost losing 
his reason at the discovery. 

The left side of the woman’s head had been 
crushed in by a blowfrom some dull instru- 
ment and from the wound the blood had 
flownin acrimson flood. A rope had been 
coiled five times around her throat and 
double-Knotted. With such strength had the 
coils been drawn that the strands cut deep 
into the flesh. Eventhe windpipe was sev- 
ered, The rope was such ds is usedin mak- 
ing fish nets, a quantity of which was Kept in 
the barn. it had never been kept in the 
house. 

The murderer evidently had thrown his 
victim tothe floor on her hack, wholly or 
partially unconscious. Then, as her arms 
were outstretched, he stood upon her hands 
to hold her helpless while he strangled her 
with the rope. The heavy nalilsin the heels 
of the murderer’s boot had cut. through the 
flesh on the back of one of the victim’s hands 
and through the flesh on the other wrist. 
The physicians who came subsequently found 
abundant evidence that another crime than 
murder had been committed. 

Of course it was at once concluded that the 
burly Harriot Was the man who committed 
the deed. The whole country was soon 
aroused and ina few days the murderer was 
captured at Keyport, N. J. It required all the 
force and skill of the officers making the 
capture to restrain Mr. Leonard from killing 
the brute onthespot. When arrested Mar- 
riot at first protested his innocence. When 
brought totrial, however, he admitted his 
guiltand calmly told of how he had tied a 
rope about Mrs. Leonard’s neck and strangled 
hertodeath. Then he rovbed her house. 

Up to the time Harriot made his confession 
he was self-possessed and confident. Since 
tnen, however, he has actedina nervous, 
excitable and unreasonable Manner, and has 
given no end of trouble to Sherif!’ Smock and 
Jailer Smock, at Freehold. On this account 
two constables have been detailed to watch 
him, and oneor the other has been con- 
stantly before his cell, Since his confinement 
in prison Harriot has said that his right name 
is Louis Aubertin,

The two magazines which exploded were 
situated close together, and when, without 
an instant’s warning they shot up intothe 
air, the detonation was awful. To add to 
the calamity the structures in the company’s 
yards near the magazines caught fire, 
ann it was with great difficulty 
that all the property of Moosic 
corporation was saved from destruction. 
Every building within a radius of a mile of 
the works felt the force of the terrible shock, 
and those nearest the mills rocked as if they 
were toy houses in a gale of wind. Not.a 
window light was left inany ofthe buildings 
within a quarter of a mile of the scene 
of the explosion, and the roofs of many of 
them were partially ripped from their sup- 
ports. Some of the timbers of the magazines 
were hurled to a great distance, and no two 
pieces were found joined together, the posts 
of the buildings being torn to small frag- 
ments. 

The bodies of the men killed were almost 
unrecognizable, the torce of the explosion 
having so contorted and burned their feat- 
ures. Some ofthe victims were frightfully 
mangled, the limbs being torn from the 
trunks and found at some distance from each 
other. 

The mills have been in operation for sev- 
eral-years, and great care has always been 
taken Dy the mianagement to guard against 
accident. Howthe explosion occurred will 
probably never be known. The quantity of 
powder stored in the mills cannot now be 
n> pen maa but it is known that it was many 
The sound of the explosion was p 
heard three miles away. Tne loss to the 
Moosic Company will probably not reach over 
$100,000

Hundreds Have Perished in the Raging 
Torrents, 


NORTHERN MISSISSIPPI THE SCENE OF 
WIDE DESOLATION, 


Exploring Parties Searching for Bodies~ 
Relief Measures Set on Foot—Needs of 
the Stricken People~High Water at 
Demopolis—Manitoba Rivers Rising— 
Streams Bank Fullin Arkansas-—Flood 
News. 


CoLUMBUS, Miss., April 13,—This morning 
the water was at a standstill and by 9 o’clock 
had begun to subside. If no second deluge 
of rain comes within the next two days the 
worst will be over. As reports arrive slowly 
there can be nothing like a_ close 
estimate of the number of lives 
lost, but in this district it 
can be set down at overa hundred, It is 
thought thatasthe water gets back into its 
channel many bodies will be found in the bot- 
tom lands of the Tombigbee, All sorts of 
craft are being used to explore the overflowed 
Jandg,and not one of them return without its 
burden of dead, As far as the eye can 
reach for seventy miles is one waste of 
water, with a drift of trees scores 
of houses, the bodies of men, women and 
children floating about on the top of the 
water. Hundreds of homes, miles of fences, 
and thousands of horses, mules and cattle 
destroyed, with all the corn and provisions 
of last fall. Over 1,200 people are 
homeless, Two-thirds of them half-starved, 
half-clad negro renters, who lived in the 
swamps. The flood was caused by the sud- 
den rising of sixteen rivers which form a 
metwork over North Mississippi. For four 
days. the water spread, destroying life 
and property in its wake. Before the 
disaster was realized another day passed and 
no help could be obtained. Rafts, small 
boats and canoes were built by the scores and 
stocked with provisions. Daring rescuers 
started out to carry aid or rescue the dead, 

Relief societies have been organized in the 
North Mississippi towns and contributions 
are being sent in from every part 
of the United States. 

For a distance of twenty miles up and down 
the Tombigbee and Buttahatchie, a trib- 
utary, the damage to property of every 
character is enormous, It is impossible to 
even approximate it, as the greater portion 
ofthe land had been broken and much of it 
planted, consequently until the water runs 
off the land, owners cannot say how much 
Gamage the fields under cultivation have 
sustained. 

The Georgia Pacific Road has a track clear 
to Birmingham, but notrain has gone West 
since last Thursday. The track on this end 
is fearfully damaged. It is thought three 
miles of it, with road bed, has been washed 
away. The road is not attempting to get 
their track west clear, but has combined 
theirforce with that of the Mobile & Ohio, 
thereby hoping to geta way to West Point in 
afew daysy After this they will turn atten- 
tion to their own road. Three of their bridges 
are known to be down. Further than this 
there is no report. 

There have been about 500 refugees in Co- 
lumbus for three days, who flock here for 
something to eat. Charitable citizens pro- 
vided them with food and the municipality 
turned over the City Hallfor sleeping quar- 
ters, Ladies furnished clothing to 300 half- 
clad women and children, ali colored. The 
menare at work on the railroads.

ALARMING REPORTS AT NASHVILLE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 13.—Specials from 
the fiood district. say that the terror of the 
flood continues aud it is impossible to get 
anything from the stricken districts, except 
from a boatman or raftsman who occasion- 
ally come in, bringing the dead with them. 
Eighty-seven bodies have been recovered 
and as many more are missing. The Coosa 
River is 11 feet above low water. The Tom- 
bigbee rise is unprecedented and cannot be 
reckoned. The water is spreading and the 
small streams are beginning to boom. 

The Tennessee River has started torise with 
alarming rapidy and in West Tennessee it 
comes within three feet of the levees. If 
they break it will render hundreds 
homeless and do as much damageas 
in Mississippi. ‘No trains have begun 
to run on the Alabama Southern nor 
on the Georgia Pacific west of Columbus, 
Miss. Beyond Columbus the water is almost 
two feet above the track on an average, and 
the flood looks trackless in extent. Corn, 
potatoes, and even cotton are under water 
and entirely drowned, While the sea contin- 
uss Columbus and the towns beyond are 
stricken and shut off from the world. 
Panic may ensues, The flood has 
spread into Sumter, Greene and 
Pickens Counties, in Alabama, and destroyed 
thousands of dollars worth of property and 
cattie there. It is estimated that forty 
negro renters have perished in the counties. 
The Tombigbee is rising an inch an

Theice is still 
solid, and if a jam occurs when it breaks 
up thereissureto be a flood. Parts oft the 
Northern Pacific Transfer Railway are now 
under water, and five big bridges are inim- 
minent danger of being swept away. Goods 
are being removed from warehouses on the 
river front to places of safety. The base 
ments of the Northern Pacific Hotel and other 
bulidings are flooded. °

A Masked Burglar Fires Twice at 
Mr. Cellie Block. 


The Marauder Was Going Through the 
House at the Time, 


AN EXCITING ENCOUNTER AT HILLSIDE 
AT AN EARLY HOUR. 


Mr. Block Breaks a Basin Over His Noc- 
turnal Visitor’s Head-—The Second 
Shot Fired by the Burglar After He 
Had Left the House—Daring and Defi- 
ant Conduct ofthe Thief and His Pal— 
They Both Escape—Other Police News. 


The suburb known as ‘‘Hillside,’’ just out- 
side of the city limits, anda little north and 
west of De Hodiamont, was last night the 
scene of a most daring burglary and 
an attempted murder to carry out the object 
of the nocturnal visitation. Mr. Cellie Block, 
who is connected with the Municipal Electric 
Lighting & .Power Co., lives at Hillside, 
his residence being on Sutter avenue, 
near Cook avenue. itis a two-story frame 
house and just opposite is the well-known 
O’Brien homestead. Mr. Block told a Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter this forenoon the follow- 
ing exciting story: 

MR. BLOCK’S STORY. 

**We have a hired girlnamed Mamie, who 
is subject to attacks of nervousness, and this 
morning we were awakened by hearing her 
scream, My wife said to me: 
‘That’s Mamie. She’s having another 
of herspells. Better go out and see what is 
the matter.’ We all occupy sleeping rooms on 
the second floor, and I stepped out inthe 
hall to go to Mamie’s room, when I 
heard someone on the stairs, and 
looking over the banisters I saw it was a man. 
He was on the third or fourth step coming up 
Stairs. When he saw me he yelled: ‘Don’t 
move or I'll shoot!’ and “kept ad- 
vancing up the steps. I hastily 
looked around for some weapon to repel the 
intruder, having no pistol, and seized the 
first thing to which I could lay hands,a 
basin of water, and he received it on 
his head .with all its contents, getting, I 
fancy, a pretty good drenching. 

THE BURGLAR FIRED. 
had scarcely been 
fired at me and the ball 
whizzed close b me and struck the 
banister on which 1 was leaning. When he 
shot I retreated into the bed-room and ran to 
the window and threw it open and yelled for 
help, shouting towards my father’s house 
across the street and about 200 yards away. 
Meanwhile the burglar had gone downstairs 
again and went out of the front door and 
came round tothe window where I was yell- 
ing, and fired again, the ball rattling against 
the side of the house; and when he fired he 
exclaimed: ‘If youyell again, I wili get a 
ladder and elimb into that window and Kill 
your whole family!’’ 

‘‘lasked, ‘What do you want?’ 

** *That money !’ 

‘‘I replied: ‘Ihave nomoney. I have been 
sick two weeks, have earned nothing, and 
there is no money in the house.’ 

‘‘Then his partnercameup, forit seems he 
had a ‘pal,’ and the two staid under the win. 
dow for five or ten minutes (as it seemed) and 
then they walked into the middle of the 
street, sauntering away leisurely towards 
Rinkelville, Afew minutesafter my father 
and two of the Bucklys came, aroused 
by amy cries; also the gardeser, Ander- 
son. Andersonlives south of us. He is a 
market gardener, and he heard the last pis- 
tol shot fired at me, and knew there was mis- 
chief afloat and came up with his shotgun. 
But the burglars had gone in exactly the 
opposite direction, andhe had no occasion 
to use hig weapon.”” — 

MAMIE & STORY. 

Mr. Black saii that Mamie continued to yell 
untilthe intruder fred that first shot, and 
then she became still. After the burglars had 

, and the excitement had subsided, she 
he following story: 

e first I knew was seeing a man coming 
coanng sare my and approaching my 
bed. e@ door my room had not 
been locked, I was awfully frightened 
but he told meto keep still. He pointeda 
revolver at me and ordered me to get up and 
show him where that money was. I told 
him there wasn’t any mone in the 
house—that the ople = here 
were not rich weer é@ and the gentleman 
h been at for two weeks, and that 
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show him the sideboards and cupboards and 

closets where money might be hid. He had | 
a handkerchief about the lower part of 
his face. He took me by the wrist 
and I went down with him to the din- 
ing-room and showed him the _ side- 

boards and things and he opened them 
and run his hand intothem, but didn’t find 
anything. He kept hold of my wrist for a 
while, but finally let go, and I ran upstairs as 

fast as I coulda and got into my room and 
locked the door and began to yell.’’ 

Mamie says that when the man came into 
herroom he had a large biack cloth In his 
hand and laid it on the floor 
in front of the bed. After 
thetwo had left the room, he remembered 
that he had left the cloth there and went 
back for it, Keeping close hold of herarmin 
one hand and the revolver in the other, 
Neither she nor Mr. Black has any idea what 
use he intended to make of that cloth unless 
he intended to chloroform or gag or bind 
someone with it. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE MEN. 

Mamie, whois a girl of about 17, gives a 
meager description of the man, beyond the 
fact that he had dark hairand eyes, but she 
says she would know him anywhere for 
months. Mr, Block says the men were 
both about 6 feet, 7 or 8 inches high, but 
he has not much ideaof their appearance 
otherwise, as when the man shot at him he 
was blinded by the flash, and he got 
a good look only of the 
backs of the two as they stood 
talking under the window. They wore rough 
clothes and slouch hats. He could then have 
killed them both, had he hada revolver, but 
he presumes that the knowledge that he had 
no weapons made them daring. 
He is firmly impressed with the 
idea that the man who got intothe house was 
avery bad manorhe wouldn’t have shot at 
him so e tagrag ig and with such dangerous 
aim, taking the chance he did of Mr. Block’s 
also being armed. The deliberation 
with which he rummaged in the 
sideboard and elsewhere is also proof 
of hardihood in such business. Block thinks 
they were at least twenty minutes onthe 
premises from first to last. 

Mrs. Block demeaned herself as bravely as 
a woman could be expected to under 
the circumstances, When Mr. Block 
was at*the window crying for help, she 
stood by his side holding the lamp, until the 
second pistol shot dictated a retreat. 

When the neighbors came there was a com- 
paring of notes as to the event, and as every 
one concerned was more or less rattled,

BY UNREQUITED LOVE. 


Miss Mary Anderson of Webster Groves 
Thought to Be Driven to Suicide. 


The town of Kirkwood and the little village 
of Webster Groves were thrown intoa fever 
of excitement yesterday afternoon by the 
news of the sudden death of Miss Mary Willis 
Anderson of the latter place under circum- 
stances indicating suicide. A story of unre- 
quited love accounting forthe desperate act 
also became currenf, and added to the sensa- 
tional atmosphere surrounding the young 
girl’s sad death, Miss Anderson 
was one of the belles of Webster 
Groves, a daughter of Mr. F. M.. Ander- 
son, who is a salesman for the Hamilton. 
Brown Shoe Co. of this city, and 
was 19 years of age. Her death yesterday 
followed closely upon what appears to have 
been the unhappy termination of a love 


affair. It is stated that during a visit to 
Livingston, Ala., some months ago she met 
and fell in love with a New Orleans man, who 
apparently reciprocated her affection. After 
Miss Anderson returned home they corres- 
ponded with each other, but recently the New 
Orleans man ceased writing. The _ girl 
brooded over this until her father wrote to 
the man in regard to the matter. Yesterday 
morning a reply was received to that letter, 
and this Mr. Anderson showed to his daugh- 
ter. The poor young lady at once retired to 
her room, where it is supposed she first wrote 
to the man whom sife so hopelessly loved, 
and then set about carrying out the desper- 
ate plan of self-destruction that had sug- 
gested itself to her. . 

At 8 o’clock in the gto | Miss Anderson 
left her home to go, it was thought, to givea 
music lesson to the daughter o Mr. . R, 
Smith, on Lockwood avenue. In reality, 
however, she went to Kirkwood onthe train, 
bought there some carbolic acid or other 
poison, andthen returned home. She pro- 
ceeded at once to her room, and about Il 
o’clock was found by the servant girl lying 
face downward on her bed dead. It is 
supposed that she drank undiluted car- 
bolic acid, as nful of which was 
found ina glass atthe side of the bed, Dr. 
Marshall Baker, who was called in, at once 
examined the girl’s throat, however, and 
fatied to find that it had been biistered by the 
acid, norcould he detect any smell of car- 
bolic acid about her. No other traces of drugs 
or poisons of any kind were found. Mr. An- 
derson, the father, was at once summoned 
from St. Louls. Both parents were of course 
greatly shocked and prostrated, and would 
not discuss the awful affair more than was 
absolutely necessary. 

Cqunty Coroner Caster held an inquest on 
Miss Anderson’s body yesterday afternpon, 
at which Mrs. (Anderson testified that if her 
daughter had comunitted suicide, it was ow- 
ing to uwuhrequited love, as she was de- 
spondent fon account of not hearing from one 
she loved. Druggist L. D. Dougias of Kirk- 
wood testified that Miss Anderson had been 
so despondent of late that her mother had 
notined him not tosell her any poison, Last 
Saturda Miss: Anderson had come 
to his place and tried to buy some lauda- 
re but he refused to sell it to her, and had 
told Miss Anderson of her mother’s warn.

| Ranks of the Besiegers Recruiting Hourly 
—Both Sides Well Armed and the Sit- 
uation Desperate—Gen. Schofield Sends 
.Three Troops of Cavalry to the Scene— 
History of the Troubles. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 13.—The Pres!i- 
Gent received a telegram last night from the 
acting Governor of Wyoming, in which he 
gaid: About sixty-one owners of live 
stock: are reported to have made 
an armed excursion into Johnson 
county for the purpose of protecting their 
live stock and preventing unlawful round 
ups by rustlers. Theyare atthe ‘‘T. A.’’ 
ranch, ten miles from Fort McKinney, 
and are being besieged by Sheriff 
and posse and by rustlers from that 
section of the country, said to be 200 or 300 in 
number. The wagons of stockmen were 
captured and taken away from them, 
and it is reported that a battle took 
place during which a number of 
men were. killed. Great excitement 
prevails. Both parties are very determined, 
and it is feared that if successful, will show 
no mercy tothe persons captured. The civil 
authorities are unable to prevent violence, 
The situation is serious and immediate as- 
sistance will probably prevent great loss of 
life. 

The President informed the Secretary of 
War that the above statement, in his opinion, 
made ‘‘a case under sec. 4, art. 4of the Con- 
stitution that justifies the use of the army of 
the United States to protect the State of 
Wyoming against domestic violence,’’ 
and directed him to take immediate 
steps to send a sufficient force to the scene of 
the trouble and to co-operate with the Gov- 
ernor in restoring order. 

Gen. Schofield ordered troops at Fort McKin- 
ney tothe scene atonce. There are at that 
post three companies of Eighth Infantry and 
three troops of Sixth Cavalry. 


CAUGHT IN A TRAP. 


THE REGULATORS BESEIGED BY RANCHM®N 
AND RUSTLERS. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 183.—The latest news 
to-day from the seat of war near Douglas, in- 
dicates that there has been little change from 
the situation reported by courler to Douglas 
last night. The only telegraph connection 
with Buffalo has been interrupted by cutting 
the wire. The employes of the big cattle cor- 
porations are called White Caps by the rust- 
lers, as their mission isto punish by unlaw- 
ful means the men whom the barons have 
branded as rustlersandcattlethieves. The 
latest report shows that the White Caps are 
intrenched in the buildings of the T. A. 
ranch, and a party of rangers have sur- 
rounded them. The White Caps 
opened © fire yesterday ‘morning and 
shots were exchanged all day. 
A mounted man rode in safety through the 
lines from the ranch yesterday morning to 
secure aid for the besieged. 

Sheriff Angus arrived at Buffalo yesterday 
morning and at once wentto the siege with 
his posse. He swore inthe besliegersas dep- 
uty sheriffs and then called upon the White 
Caps to surrender. He was answered with a 
volley. They are strongly fortified and can- 
not be taken without loss of life. The city 
authorities have called upon the Governor 
for militia and have asked for regulars from 
Fort McKinney. 

On the 9th inst. Sheriff Angus received a 
letter at Buffalo from Douglas, which stated 
that a train-load of armed men had taken the 
road for Buffalo. The same afternoon news 
came of thefight at K. C. ranch. Sheriff An- 
gus hastened thithertofind that the White 
Caps had won and gone. The bodies 
of Nate Champion and Dick Ray were 
discovered in the ruins half burned. 
Jack Flagg, known as a leader of the rustlers, 
and a delegate to the Democratic State Con- 
vention at Cheyenne, stopped at the K. C. 
ranch that night to put up. He was sum- 
moned to hold up his handsand refused. A 
bullet grazed his head and he and a relative 
named Taylor barely escaped with their lives. 
They cut the traces and mounted their horses. 

The so-called rustlers number 175 men and 
the majority ofthe party consists of ranch- 
men, mechanics and workingmen, there 
being but twenty-five real rustlers in the 
crowd. Arapahoe Brown hascharge of the 
rustlers’ movementsand Sheriff Angus isan 
active recruiting officer. The followifg are 
the names of some of the White Onp regu- 
lators, or cattlemen’s party: W. J.

ORIGIN OF THE CONFLICT NOW WAGED 
AMONG THE STOCKMEN OF WYOMING. 


DENVER, Colo., April 13,—There is a wide- 
spread misconception of the origin of the war 
among the cattlemen of Wyoming and the 
character of the men engaged in it. The 
facts are that it is nota conflict between cat- 
tlegrowers on the one hand and catfle thieves 
on the other, but is a war between the barons 
otthe industry—the big stockmen andthe 
ranchmen, orsmallstockmen. There is no 
disputing the fact that the rustlers or cattle- 
thieves are also inthe fight. But they are 


engaged on the side of the ranchmen, while 
pitted against them on the side of the cattle 
barons are hired emissaries, said to have 
been gathered up and placed in the field by 
Pinkerton agents under pay of the big 
cattlegrowers.

When the first reports of the conflict now 
raging in the Powder River country came fn 

ople made the mistake of concluding that 
he Wyoming rustlers of this war were iden- 
tical with the Jackson gang of rustlers who 
have for many years operated from Jack- 
s0n’s Hole, or Teton Basin, immediately 
south of the Yellowstone National Park. 

**Teton’’ Jackson, who drew around him a 
small band of daring and reckless outlaws 
found Jackson’s Hole early in the . 2 
was easily discovered to be the most inacces- 
sibleipoint, with narrow defiles leading. into 
it, and consequently it was made a rendez- 
vous and wintering place for Teton Jack’s 
band who have stolen horses particularly, 
together with such cattle as they needed for 
food, for ten years from the ranges in the 
Big Horn country, along Green River, along 
the Sweetwater and.also the eastern portion 
of Idaho. 

Teton Jack’s band was practically broken 
up by the inspectors of the Cattlegrowers’ 
Association five years ago, and the latter was 
driven into Idaho, where he was captured 
and sentenced tothe penitentiary for fourteen 
years. Since then reports have been recelved 
of his escape andof his recapture and it Is 
also stated that about two years ago he at- 
tempted to make a second escape an@ was 
Killed. While undoubtedly the Jackson band 
of rustlers still exists and holds forth from 
Jackson’s Hole, at the same time this new 
organization of cattle rustlers, though in 
sympathy with and connected by the well- 
known means of communication which exists 
between thieves of this class throughout the 
entire Northwest, yeti t is essentially a differ- 
ent organization. 

The country in which the rival forces of 
cowmen are Operating is the 
valle of the North Fork of 
Powder River, a stream which has its source 
onthe eastern slope of the Big Horn 
Mountains. It flows in a generally northeast 
direction, running into the south fork of the 
same river and constituting the mainstream, 
which flows nearly due north and empties 
into the Missouri River at Terry, in Montana. 

The eastern Te ofthe Big Horn Mount- 
ains, between Poison Spider Creek and Sheri- 
dan, the lattera towna few miles south of 
the Montana line, is regarded ag the finest 
cattle range country in Wyoming, or possibly 
inthe West. Grass grows higher, is more 
succulent, and the rainsare more frequent, 
while there is an abundance of spring water 
and water in small creeks, upon all of which 
cattle grow fat winter and summer, 

It is one of the easiest sections of the United 
States for the men to hide in and get lost In. 
To the northeast Buffaloand to the south 
Casper are about equally distant, or each 
seventy milesaway. These are the nearest 
settlements. There are canyons and passes 
and defiles through the Big Horn Mountains, 
a knowledge of which enabled the Crow In- 
dians, although assailed by superior force, 
to make a troublesome fight about four years 
ago.

probably owns more cattle than any other

States Senator Carey is the head, aad other 
corporations having main offices in Cheyenne,

Little Max and Freddie Nieman Burned 
to Death. 


LOCKED IN EACH OTHER’S ARMS THEIR 
BODIES ARE FOUND. 


Terrible Fatality Which Accompanied a 
Fire at East St. Louis This Morning— 
The Children Supposed to Have Ig- 
nited the House During the Parents’ 
Absence—East St. Louis News. 


Two small children were burned to death 
in a dwelling that was destroyed by fire in 
East St. Louis this forenoon. The fire oc- 
curred at the residence of Henry Niemann, 
a German who is employed as a wiremaker 
at the Freeman Wire & Iron-Works. The 
residence, which was on Gross avenue near 
Thirteenth street, was completely destroyed, 
and the children, two little boys, 
Max and Freddie Nieman, who were 
the only occupants atthe times were burned 
withit. According tothe statements of the 
parents, itappears thatthe elder boy, Max, 
had a penchant for playing with fire, and it 
is supposed that he took advantage of the 
opportunity afforded by his parents’ absence 
to. Indulge in his dangerous pastime with 
fatal results to himself and his brother 
as well. Max and Freddie were 
agedd4and 6 years respectively, being the 
youngest of Mr.andNrs. Nieman’s four chil- 
dren. The older children were at school dur- 
ing the forenoon. Mrs, Nieman 
left the house about 10 a. m. to 
deliver milk to her customers, she keeping a 
small dairy, andas Mr. Nieman was at work 
the two little boys were alone in the house, 
Knowing the love of her boy Max for matches 
and fire, she cautioned him before she 
went away to keepaway fromthe stove and 
put the match box outofhis reach. Shortly 
after she had left neighbors discovered that 
the house was on fire, and an effort was 
made to save it but without avail. The house 
burned tothe groundand Mrs. Nieman re- 
turned only in time to see her home In ashes, 

THE MOTHER’S ANGUISH. 

Her agony was expressedinthe most pit- 
eous manner when she was informed that 
her children had not been rescued and was 

ainful tothe beholders, Assoon as the fire 

ad subsided so that search could be 
made among the ruins the neighbors 
began to look forthe children’s corpses, and 
within a short time two lttle bodies, charred 
and blackened, were brought forth 
from the smouldering pile. When 
po were recovered the bodies bore 
little semblance to humanity, but they were 
not so badly burned as might have been ex- 
pected. They were found partly protectedGd 
by a pile of half-burned bed clothing. 
It is supposed that the boys accidentally set 
their own clothing on fire, and then in thelr 
fright crawled under the bed. The position 
of the bodies showed that the poor little fel- 
lows had died locked in each others arms, 
Coroner Woods held an inquest at noon and 
returned a verdict of accident.

WITH A BLUNT INSTRUMENT. 


Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury in the Kel- 
logge Case. 

Deputy Coroner Meade began his inquest 
this morning onthe bodyof Henry Kellogg, 
the man with whom James McClellan had 
a fight in front of 4,100 North Second 


street last Monday night. Kellogg was sent 
to the City Hospital with several cuts and 
bruises in his face and on his head, and died 
of his injuries yesterday morning. It 
was at first reported that Kellogg 
had been cut in the left side, but that was 
afterward contradicted. All the cuts were 
on the sides of the head, one on the left side 
and two on the right. Thedoctors at the 
hospital said that one of the cuts 
was made by a knife or other sharp instru- 
ment, perhaps a sharp-edged stone. Ex- 
Gov. Johnson was present atthe inquest in 
the interests of the prisoner, who had. been 
brought in handcuffed. 

The first witness was Mrs. Kate Kellogg, the 
widow of the deceased. She knew nothing of 
the fight between him and McClellan and was 
excused. 

Mrs. Margaret Coughlin, the keeper ofthe 
boarding-house at' 4100 North Second street 
was next called. ‘‘He was very obscene when 
drinking,’’ said Mrs. Coughilip, ‘‘referring to 
Kellogg. ‘‘He was with me three or 
four years ago. Two weeks ago he became so 
bad that I told htm he would have to move. 
Last Sunday morning he was drunk and very 
abusive, both to me and my children, and 
one of my i ~»boys hit him on the 
legs with a stick of wood. I put his things 
out of the room aud he became more abusive. 
Itold Mr. McClellan, one of my boarders, 
that Kellogg was abusing me, and McClellan 
came out and Said, ‘Hank, you’ve done 
enough ofthat cursing.’ ‘It’s none of your 
business,’ said Kellogg. 
some further words 
dared McClellan to fight I 
told McClellan notto gooutand he di . 
Kellogg then left. In the evening, or late in 
the afternoon, Kellogg came along 
and the quarrel was renewed. I didn’t 
hear what they sald, but Kellogg 

ut his right hand in his pocket and McClel- 
an at once hit him with his fist on the side of 
his head. Kellogg was staggered by the blow 
and McClellan hit him again, and this biow 
knocked him down. Then McClellan struck 
him once or twice after he was down. 
He didn’t kick himand had nothingin his 
hands when he struck him.’’ 

Mrs. Coughlin thought that Kellogg cut his 
face in falling. 

Only three other witnesses were examined, 
namely, Jennie Harris, acolored girl living 
on Second and Angelica streets; Robert 
Coughlin, a boy and the son of the 
second witness, and Frank Murphy, the 
boarder, with whom Mrs. Coughlin was talk- 
ing when the encounter between Kellogg and 
McClean took place. These witnesses all 
corroborated in the main the testimony given 
by Mrs. Coughlin. The girl = said 
that Kellogg fell on his face and that 
McClellan struck him two or three times 
when he was down and rene on his face.

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


An Important $42,000 West End Pur- 
chase—Improvements. 


A transaction of much importance to the 
systematic and uniform subdivision and im- 
provement ofthe high cast residence prop- 
erty between Union avenue and King’s high- 
way, was the purchase to-day of 650 feet of 
ground on Lake avenue, heretofore platted 
as Haydock place, which runs south from 
Delmar avenueto Portland place. The lots 
on that subdivision were originally laid out to 
front east and west, andfor that reason the 
improvement of them with buildings became 
and has been regarded generally as a menace 
to the fine lots which would have 
been backed up against on Washington ave- 
nue and Westminster place. Owners in Port- 
land place objected to his subdivision of 
Haydock place forthe same reason, and it 
wasa much greater impediment to the en- 
hancement of the value and the development 
of the east and west streets named, as no 
one liked to build a fine residence opposite a 
neighbor’s back door.

THE DOUBLE INQUEST. 


Howard Eckles First Killed Jennie Harri- 
sonand Then Himself. i 


An inquest on the bodies of Jennie Harris 
and Howard Eckles, the victims of the 
double tragedy at 706 North Thirteenth street 
last Monday morning, was held by Coroner 
Irwin to-day. The most important witness 
was Mrs. Fannie Moore, who lives with her 


husband over the room in which the shooting 
occurred and who is a niece of the dead 
woman. Shetestified that she was asleep 
when the shooting occurred, but was waked 
up directly afterwards by John Harris, who 
had a room next to the oneoccupled by Jennie 
Harris and Howard Eckles. He told her that 
something had happened in heraunt Jennie’s 
room and for herto go down there, but he 
didn’t say what had occurred. She ran down 
there and went into the room and found 
ner aunt lying on the floor in 
one corner of the room several feet 
from the bed and Eckles lying or rather 
squatting on the floor at the foot of the bed. 
He was dead, and seemed to have fallen be- 
tween the stove and the bed. A pistol was 
lying on the floor at his side 
and another pistol was on the bed 
only a few inches from the footof the bed. 
There was no pistol near the woman. The 
witness went for a doctor right away, as her 
aunt was still living, and when she got back 
the room was crowded with people and her 
aunt was soon afterwards removed tothe 
Citv Hospital. 

The Coroner asked her if she was the first 
one to enter the room after the shooting, and 
she replied that she was. She was not ques- 
tionea in regard tothe previous quarrels be- 
tween them or the threats which Eckles made 
to the effect that he would kill her and then 
himself, too, 

John Harris testified that he was asieep 
last Mondav morning in a room adjoining the 
one inwhich the shooting occurredgwhen he 
was awakened by ashot. He heard Jennie 
Harris scream and he sat up in ved. Then 
he heard two more pistol shots followed 
or accompanied by a scream or exclamation 
from Eckler. It sounded to him asif Eckler 
said: ‘‘Oh, have mercy on me.’’ He wasn’t 
dressed at the time and so he called tothe 
folks up-stairs to come down and 
see what had happened in Jennie Varris’ 
room. He then dressed himselfand, when he 
entered the room next door he found 
several people ahead of him, 
The woman was then lying on the 
bed. He didn’t Know anything about .the 
shooting or the probable cause of it, except 
thatthey hada quarrel and that she had 
him arrested for cutting some of her cloth- 
ing. He heard Eckles threaten one 
day last week to kill her, but didn’t 
hear him say why. Hecouldn’t say whether 
Eckles did all the shooting or whether 
one of the pistols was used  0by 
woman, Officer McDonough, the 
first policeman to arrive at the 
scene ofthe tragedy, testified that the room 
was full of people when he got there. One of 
the pistols was then lying at the side 
of the woman, who was in bed, near 
her shoulder, and the other ona was 
at Eckles’ side. He had no idea who shot 
either of the pistols, cut he found that one of 
them had been fired twice and the other three 
times, 

Jasper Watson, a colored man, 
last witness. He Knew nothing of the 
tragedy, but testified that Eckles was 24 
years old andcame to St. Louls several years 
ago from Knoxville, Tenn. 

The Coroner returned a verdict to the effect 
that Eckles first Killed Jennie Harfis and 
then himself.

DALTON’S DEAL 


He Puts His Campaign Into W. 
H. Swift’s Hands. 


Ed Devoy and His Friends Coolly 
Thrown Overboard. 


THE PLANS OF THE NEW COMBINATION 
DEVELOPED IN CAUCUS. 


Mr. Dalton Tells Recordér Carlisle That 
Swift Will Name Allof His Delegations 
and None Other Must Ee Recognized— 
Devoy Grossly Deceived—Picturesque 
Opening of the Democratic Campaign— 
Filley Wins Another Point From the 
Silk Stockings. 


The Noonan faction have now come out 
openly and above board in their plan to cap- 
ture the primaries under the Dalton banner. 
Not content with tying up with the full-

There wasa 
Claque up in front that applauded vigorously 
whenever any of the speakers came to a 
pause. It was led by Supt. J. P. Gallagher, 
late of the New York Tammany, and now 
superintendent of the St. Louls Poor-house, 
and Mr. R. M. Kerley, the new superintend- 
ent of the Female Hospital.

Neither was Chris Von der Ahe, who 
has been at the front in all 
the other campaigns of the Mayor. He likes 
Councilman James better than he does the 
Mayor. Ed Devoy was noticeably absent. 
The Mayor’s Dalton lasso had failed to catch 
any of the commissioners of the Board of 
Public Improvements, except Harbor Com- 
missioner Dan Able. His smile and white 
teeth were conspicuous beforethe me@ting 
began, but after that he was lost in the 
crowd.

minus Movement. 


The Eads Bridge Counted On to Help 
St. Louis. 


SPLENDID PROGRESS MADE IN THE 
WHOLESALE MERCHANTS’ FIGHT. 


Commercial Bodies Will Take Up the Mat- 
ter of the Proposed Change of Termini 
~The Wabash Willing to Establish 
Terminal Depots on This Side—The O. 

- &M. andthe Big Four Counted On— 
Good Showing for Victory. 


The movemert of the wholesale merchants 


of St. Louis to have St. Louis freight billed 


to St. Louis instead of East St. Louis, and to 


make St. Louls the officially recognized 


terminus for St. Louis railroads, has made 


splendid progress within the last few days. 


The prediction is now confidently an- 
nounced that within sixty days, if the whole- 
sale trade of the city keeps up the fight 
it has conducted it during the first 
week, the railroads now standing out for the 
continuation of terminal depats for 8t. Louis 
freight in East St. Louis will have been in, 
duced to change their plans and prepare to 
come across the river to this side with their 


terminals. 


It is stated that In addition to the great ad- 
vantage Which would thus be secured for the 
wholesale trade of this city, and for the city’s 
standing in the official railroad records as a 
great shipping and receiving terminal point, 
this change will mean the additional invest- 
ment in St. Louis of at least $20,000,000 by the 
roads thus induced to recognize this city as 
the proper terminus for its own freight. 

The ctreular recently issued by the whole- 
sale trade of St. Louis calling upon the rail- 
roads to make this change, and promising 
their business to those roads which thus rec- 
Ognize the plain right of St. Louis to be made 
aterminal point for all railroads receiving 
through freight to the city proper, will be 
sent to the Eastern general offices of all the 
roads interested, with requests from the as- 
sociated wholesale trade that prompt action 
be taken in the matter. 

ORGANIZED EFFORT. 

In addition to this the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, the Mercantile Club and other lead- 
ing commercial and manufacturing organiza- 
tions will at once take up the movement, and 


in co-operation with the wholesale trade and | 


the Autumnal Festivities Association will 
push it vigorously onward with the determi- 
nation to stop only when success has been 
attained. 

A most confident outline of the situation as 
it stands at present is officially given out to- 
day. According to this statement the posi- 
tion inthe movementto make St. Louls the 
recognized terminus for freight coming to 
St. Louis is as follows: 

The only roads now outstanding and main- 
taining the objectionable system of having 
their St. Louls terminal depots in Kast St. 
Louls are the Ohio & Mississippi, the Wabash, 
the Big Four andthe Chicago & Alton rail- 
roads. 

Of these, the three first-named are counted 
onassafe to recognize the just demands of 
the wholesale trade of St. Louis the moment 
they become impressed with the fact that the 
movement to secure that recognition is or- 
ganized on a basis which means the giving of 
the bulk of St. Louis business to those roads 
that thus recognize the rights of St. Louis. 

It is stated that the only reason why the 
Chicago & Alton road is not to be counted on 
to accede to these demands Is that the Chica- 
go & Alton is under contract for a number of 
years with the Wiggins Ferry Co. and the St. 
Louls Transfer Co. tohandle its St. Louis 
freight from the East side. 

The statementis also made that Dr. Wm. 
Taussig, President of the Terminal Rallroad 
Association, which does business over the 
Gould bridge, has already stated that his 
company was not opposed tothe movement 
tomake St. Louis the recognized terminal 
point and would place no obstacles in the way 
of the movement. 

Under these circumstances, and taking this 
announced outline of the position as correct, 
sition of a pronounced nature to 
be expected, it is stated, will come from the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. and the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Co., and perhaps the delay caused by the 
reluctance of some roads to partially aban- 
don their East St. Louls terminal facilities, 
and make the necessary investments in ter- 
minal property on this side. The authorita- 
tive statement that the Gould intesest, as 
represented by the Eads Bridge and the Ter- 
Minat Railroad Association, will not oppose 
the movement, gives an entirely new 
aspect to the situation. It may arise 
from the fact thatinthe present movement 
the question of the bridge arbitrary has been 
given no place, andcuts no figure in the de- 
mands now made by the wholesale trade of 
St. Louis. 

GENERAL MANAGER HAY’S POSITION, 

As to the willingness of these railroads now 
haying their terminal depots in Kast St. Louts 
to estahlish same on this side,it is stated that 
General Manager Chas. M. Hays of the 
Wabash Road has already placed himself on 
record for that road as being willing to make 
that change, and this statement was con- 
firmed this ay A Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter called at Mr. Hays’ office to obtaina 
definite expression on the subject. He was 
told that Mr. Hays was out of the city. 

‘*But,’’ said the'Wabash General Manager’s 
private secretary, ‘'Mr. Hays has already 
announced that the Wabash road was willing 
to make the change of terminals from 

Louis to S&t. Louls, He

Strange Action of the School Board on 
Mr. Forman’s Charges. 


ACOUSED DIRECTORS SHOW AN AVER- 
SION TO BEING INVESTIGATED. 


The Contract for Elevators in the New 
Polytechnic Building Awarded to the 
Highest Bidder Despite the Protests 
of the Lowest and Oharges That Boo- 
dlé Was Used—Forman’s Statement. 


The School Board last night did not investi- 
gate the charges made by Vice-President 
Forman of the Standard Elevator Co., and 
awarded very hastily two contracts which 
were of anature to suffer from longer ex- 
posure to criticism and investigation. 

The Board also found that it was necessary 
to retrace its steps a little and reject some of 
the contracts asked for, not for any fault in 
the bids, but because of the pecullar action 
of the Cudmore-Bus-Waite Investigation 
Committee, Aé matters stand now, the 
specific charges of Mr. Forman have not 
been presented to the Board, and no specific 
denials were made. 

The contracts for four Otis electric eleva- 
tors were Jet to the Hale Elevator Co. for 
$17,875, and the contract for wiring 
the building for electric lights was 
let to Phillips & Kelly for $5,773. 
At last night’s meeting when the board had 
reached the stage of reading letters and com- 
munications, Secretary Player announced 
that he had a letter to the board from Mr. 
George L. Forman, Vice-President of the 
Standard Elevator Co, 

Director Cudmore, against whom the 
charges were supposed to be the most severe, 
jumped to his teet and objected to the read- 
ing of the communication. He supposed that 
it was preferring charges against ‘him, and 
he did not want to be investigated. 

Mr. Bus, another member of the same com- 
mittee, objected alsoand went a little fur- 
ther by calling Mr. Forman a great many 
names, which were rather out of place in a 
deliberative body. 

Director Rutledge, with the same mind- 
reading faculty as his two predecessors on 
the floor, said that Mr. Forman’s statements 
were false and that he was a scoundrel un- 
worthy of consideration. Mr. Brady said 
plainly that Mr. Forman was a Mar and 
straightway challenged him to step forth and 
substantiate his statements (stillin the sealed 
envelope and as yet unknown.) 

Mr. Fisse ina more deliberate manner sug- 
gested that it was a bad idea to avoid in- 
vestigation or appear to fear it when the 
persons accused were innocent. He thought 
that inasmuch as public charges had been 
made, a public refutation of them should 
foliow. 

Mr. Brockman backed up Mr. Fisse and 
suggested that it would bea very good idea, 
too, to learnwhat theenvelope contained. 
A resolution was offered to file the letter un- 


“yead. This was lost. 


THE LETTER READ. 

After some more dickeringthe letter was 
openedand read. It contained no charges 
whatever. Mr. Forman explained that he 
had intended to prepareastatement upon the 
matter of his eb oegg charges, but that he 
had lacked sufficient time. He asked that 
the awards therefore be postponed until he 
could present bts facts, witich he would do at 
the earliest possible moment. This letter was 
acc6m panied by letters from St. Louis business 
houses indorsing the character of Mr. For- 
man. 

Messrs. Bus and Cudmore wondered for a 
while if they bad not half way entered a plea 
of guilty by their hasty denials of charges not 
yet officially made. 

No action was taken on the letter and the 
communication was filed. 

After a great deal of argument and talk the 
contracts for the elevators iorthe new library 
buliding were awarded and alsofor wiring 
the building. 

MR. FORMAN’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Forman, the much-denounced Vice- 
President of the Standard Elevator Co., ar- 
rivedin the city to-day, bringing with him 
the statement he had asked the board to wait 
for, and in which he reiterates his formal 
charges. His statement Its as follows: 


Tothe President and Members of the St. 

School Board: 

GENTLEMAN—The Standard Elevator Co., in con- 
nection with other elevator makers, were invited to 
submit proposals for‘the elevators for the Board of 
Education Building, also known as the New Poly- 
technic Building, and were furnished with scpeciii- 
cations for these elevators md your architect. 

These specifications described clearly the require- 
ments of the building and there can be no uncer- 
tainty as to the kind of elevator service to be consgid- 
ered which was as follows: 

One steam passenger elevator. 

One steam freight elevator to travel between base- 
ment and fourth floor. 

Two hydraulic passenger elevators, one to travel 

tween the basement and seventh floor, and one be- 
ween the first and seventh floors. 

) All these elevators were described on the first page 


Louis 


fot the specification, the second page being devoted 


to a description of the pumping plant and a list of the 
extra work required in connection with the elevators. 
No reference was made to electric elevatorsin any 
way on either the tirst or the secoed page of the 
specification. 

The third page of the specifications contains but 
two lines, which read as follows: ‘*Bids for electric 
elevators. direct machines, for the two elevators in 
the store compartments can be submitted.’’ 

At the time proposals were advertised for and 
SPoee specifications issued there can be no doubt but 
that it was the intention to adoptthe hydraulic sys- 
tem for the passenger elevators traveling to the sev- 
enth floor, and thatif electric elevators were to be 
considered in any way it was only as an alternate bid 
and substitute for the two elevators to be used for 
store service. 

Believing fully in the good faith of your honorable 
board, the Standard Elevator Co. prepared drawings 
and specifications for the elevator plant co conform 
exactiy with the architect’s specifications and sub- 
mitted them with a proposal for the work. 

When all the proposals had been received and 
opened it was found that the bid ofthe Standard 
Elevator Co. was the lowest of all received. 

While not presuming to question the legal right of 
our board to reject any particular bid. we are at a 
oss to understand why we were invited to submita 

proposal, if it was not to be considered. 

We take it for granted that it will not be ques- 
tioned that hydraulic and steam elevators have 
eer en to be satisfactory to the pubiie for years. 

hey are time-tested and time-tried, and to give 
a list of the buildings in which theyare used would 

to enumerate every commercial and public 
building of a importance, not alone in this city 
and State. but throughout the length and breadth of 
this great me 

The elevators described in the architect’s specifi- 
cations and offered ih our proposal (which was the 
lowest received by your honorable board) are similar 
in character te those in use in the United States Gov- 
York, Boston, Phila- 
deiphia, Cincinnati, St. Leuis, Chicago, Kansas 
City, Memphis and Washington. 

They are like in character to those in use in the 
State buildings of New York, Massachusetts, Indiana, 
lllinois and lowa. 

They are the same as has been adopted for the Se- 
curity Building, Telephone Building the Bank of 
juilding, the Equitable Building, the 
Commercial Builaing, the Wainwright Building, the 
Giobe-Democrat Building, the Mercantile Club, the 
Columbia and Rialto Buidings in this city; the 

asonic Temple, the poetry the Board of Trade, 
‘the Court-house and i Hall Buildings, the Mon- 

dnock, Kearsage, University and Athletic Club 
uildings in Chicago. 

They are in use in the United State Capitol Build- 
ings, the buildings of the State, War, Navy, Treas- 
ury and Inferior epartmentsin Washington. 

In the face of these facts, which cannot but be pat- 
ent to ——. one interested in this letting, what did 
your committee do 

Did they inquire whether the system under which 
they had invited bids was one which was found to be 
satisfactory and in universal use throughout the 
country? 

Did they after tabulating the bids take up the low- 
est bias offered to determine whether it was for a 
system which had been tested a thousand times and 
found to be practically perfcet and whether it would 
answer the requirements of the library building? 

No. Instead of cansidering the lowest bid re- 
ceived, and instead of adopting the system which 
they had advertised for, and which had been so uai- 
veréally made use of they took up the proposal which 
cost the most; they selected the highest, the vom

THEY KNOW NO LAW. 

The conduct of the School Board last night, 
even aside from the fact that certain changes ; 
have been made, was very strange, and isin 
itself a most interesting study. 

It is evident from the specifications adver- 
tised that the intention was to use hydraulic 
elevators, have a separate electric light plant 
in the building, and supply all heat and 
power from a separate boiler and engine 
plant also in the building. 

As is the custom, plans and specifications 
were prepared beforehand by the architect 
and duly red taped through several commit- 
tees, and finally indorsed by the board. Then 
they were made public and bids asked for. 

Tois rule is always followed in the board: 
When a building is wanted sketches are first 
made, then estimates of cost, and finallp 
exact plans with fulispecifications are made. 
Bids are called for and the bidders permitted 
to examine allthe plans on file in the build- 
ing office, study the specifications, etc. Then 
bids are received, anu in the event any one 
or more fails to comply exactly with the pre- 
arranged plans and specifications they are 
immediately rejected for that single reason 
alone. 

Inthis cage of the new Library and Board 
of Kducation Building a most’ remarkable 
departure has been made. 

Mr. Isaacc 8S. Taylor, the architect of the 
board, was instructed to draw up specifica- 
tions forthe elevators, heating and lighting 
of the new building, which he did. These 
were accepted by the Building Cummittee 
and duly considered, the whole thing talked 
over and then bids advertised for. 

All in good faith most of the bidders made 
the great mistake of making bids according 
to the specifications, as allthose who did so 
found their bids rejecied. The small com- 
mittee of three, having decided to ignore the 
specifications and pick out what they want- 
ed, regardless of the implied agreement in 
the advertisements. 

The supplementary report of the Building 
Committee isa droll production, The com- 
mittee starts out by reflecting on its own ve- 
racity, as follows: 

In response to an advertisement published for ten 
consecutive days in two city newspapers, the follow- 
ing bids were received for the steam heating appa- 
ratus, boilers, ventilating apparatus, four elevators, 
electric wiring, and electric plant, including dyna- 
mos, engines, etc., forthe new Board of Education 
Building in accordance with plans and specifications 
heretofore prepared and submitted by Mr Isaac 8, 
fag herr the supervising architect of said building, 
Oo WiLL: 

The same committee andthe day after its 
first report saysthat itdid not want dyna- 
mos, engines, etc., nor bollers, as mentioned 
inits declaration submitted last night and 
just given. 

Thenthe whole boardtakes ahand. The 
committee in blissful ignorance ofits busi- 
ness, recommends the awarding ofa con- 
tract toJobn S. Quinn for $20,865, for steam 
heating boilers, etc. These were advertised 
for all right enough, but the board happened 
toremember the electric elevators and the 
power for electric lights, etc., from outside, 
and called a halt. It was found thatthe 
Quinn plant was big enough to run 
four steam or hydraulic elevators 
and a dynamo plant big enough to light the 
whole building. So the bid was rejected along 
with all the rest and instructions given fora 
new set of bids on entirely different lines. 

In the case of the bid of Phillipp & Kell 
only a part of their bid was accepted and all 
others rejected, and such things as dynamos 
and dynamo engines as asked for in the ad- 
vertisement ignored. 

On the elevator awards explanations have 
been already given. 

Acall was made on President Bartholdt 
this morning for the purpose of ascertaining 
three questions. The first whether the in- 
vestigation was ended. ‘ihe second whether 
Mr. Forman’s statement could be made later, 
anc third what figure if any specifications 
cut in School Board contract lettings. 

On the first question Mr. Bartholdt said: 
**I do not think that the investigation is 
ended or stopped if charges are properly 
brought. Astothe second assertion, ‘i am 
sure Mr, Forman has aright tospeak at any 
time and it is the duty of the Board to hear 


him.

**As to the third I cannot tell. 
supreme in these mattersand can reject any 
and all] bids to suit itself. There is no ixed 
rule of the board on the subject that I know 
of, and I do not know exactly the powers of 
the board in the matter, but it is certain that 
a majority vote ‘ecides to whom a contract 
shall go.’ 

Director McIntire professed absolute ig- 
norance as to the part specifications played 
in School Board awards. He knew that in 
building matters the contractors were always 
held down tothe plans and specifications as 
preparéd in advance, but elevators and such 
were different. 

Attorney Starke ofthe board said he knew 
of no laws binding the Doard to abide by any 
specifications or advertisements. They 
could pick and choose to suit themselves. 
Attorney Starke said also he thought maybe 
here was 2 saence for reform, 

From a at can be learned the School 
Board does hot care much tor specifications 
and does notin any way feel bound to give 
bidders a fair deal by taking what jis adver- 
tised or nothing.

DID HIS DUTY. 


Death of One of the Schneider Trial Jurors 
—A Solemn Scene. 


WASHINGTON, April13.—James W. Cooper, 
one of the colored men who served on the 
jury in the Schneider murder trial, died yes- 
terday as a result of that service. Cooper was 
one of the bestknown and most bighly re- 
spected colored men in the city. For many 
years he had been a produce dealer and his 
patrons numbered the best people in the 
city. He wasa robust man, accustomed to 
outdoor life. Shortly after he was drawn op 
the jury his health began to fall. The long 


confinement and consequent mental strain 
told upon him alarmingly,iand when he was 
discharged he had lost over thirty pounds in 
weight. Afterthe verdict was rendered he 
was taken homeina carringe and immedi- 
ately wentto bed. Two days afterward he 
became delirious, and while unconscious 
frequently repeated aloud and without varia- 
tion this sentence: ‘‘The man we found 
guilty as indicted is guilty, and they will 
hang himin May orJune. We have done our 
duty before God and man. He is gullty, 
guilty, guilty.’’ 

Cooper had supported a large family with 
the proceeds of his business and leaves in 
destitution a wife and six children, the 
youngest a 5-months-old baby. 

An interesting statement is made in this 
connection regarding the lengtn of time re- 
quired by the Schneider jury tocast a single 
ballot. The jury was out nearly an hour, but 
it is now sald that upon reaching thetr room 
Saturday afternoon to deliberate upon their 
verdict, the entire jury, led by the foreman 
went down on their Knees and in turn prayed 
God to guide and direct them. They then 
took one ballot, which was unanimously 
cast for a verdict of guilty of murder in the 
first degree. ‘The ballot taken the jury then 
knelt in prayer, the foreman asking God to 
forgive the man whom they had.condemned 
to death, and praying that he would bless all 
who had participated in the trial, and those 
who had been wronged and Dereaved by the 
prisoner’s terrible crime. Then the foreman 
signalled to the bailiffs thatthey had agreed 
upon a verdict, andthe jury solemnly fled 
back into the crowded court-room,

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WILL BRIDGE THE MISSOURI. 
How the C., B & Q@. Western Lines Will 
Enter &t. Louis— Letting Contracts. 


The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rallroad 
israpidly advancing its route to reach its 
North End terminal system, and by the close 
of the year the great work will be more than 
half accomplished. But few people have any 
realization of the magnitude of the under- 
taking, and the immense outlay of capital 
and labor required forthis great system to 
reach its North St. Louis terminus. Fora long 
time its bas been Known thatthe ‘‘Q.’’ line 


would effect an entramce to North &t. Louis 
over itsown bridge to be built across the 
Mississippi near Alton, butit has not been 
known that the system intended to bridge the 
Missourl River. Such is the case nowever. 
The vlan of work has so far progressed as to 
disclose the company’s plans to the public. 
Within the past few daysan order for 1,500,- 
000 feet of long leaf yellow pine has been ex- 
tensively circulated amongthe lumber deal- 
ers of this city and alsoof Chicago for bids 
and there has been very bitter competition 
for the order which came fromthe 8&t. Louis, 
Keokuk & Northwestern Railroad, whichisa 
part ofthe ©. B. & Q. system. The yellow 
pine is to be used for the caissons, and is to 
be delivered to Bellefontaine, Mo. ,just above 
the mouth of the Missouri... Much of the 
timber to be furnished is 12x12x30 with no 
specification beyond the requirement that 
it must be sound, square timber, 
The contracts have already been let tospan 
the Mississippi at Alton witha steel bridge 
for the dse of the line. Werk on the Mis- 
souri River bridge will begin atonce. The 
transfer steamer Hertram arrived on Satur- 
day trom Kansas City and was pulled out oa 
the ways at Carondelet. After some nheces- 
sary repairs she will go to Bellefontaine to be 
used in connection with the bridge, having 
been chartered forthe purpose by the com- 
pany. The rail connections between Nerth 
St. Louis and the Missouri River are about 
finished and work on the other side of the 
Missouri northward is going on as fast as men 
and teams cau accomplish it. The expense 
to the company of securing an in- 
dependent entrance to North St. Louts 
has been enormous. The two bridges will 
cost not less than $3,500,000, the right of way 
through North St. Louis another $1,000,000, 
its freight department, $300,000. Then there 
is a probability, too, that the system may 
conciude. to erecct a passenger depot of its 
own, which will mean $250,000 more. As to 
how soon the ‘‘Q’’ will have its own entrance 
in operation depends upon the weather and 
river conditions, but it!s thought that it will 
be within a year from May.

000 bu on the Pacific Coast; corn decreased 749, 

bu and oats decreased 698, bu. 


The Jamestown (N, D,) Alert says threshing in 
that vicinity has developed the fact that the wheat 
in stacks has wintered badly and is so wet that it will 
not run from the spout. Itis worthiess except for 
stock feed, and will heatand spoilintime. Shocked 
grain is frozen fast to the ground. 


J. R. Dodge, Statistican of the Department of A - 
riculture, furnishes the following statement: f 
the 171, Obu of invisible stocks wheat, 24,- 
000, 000 bu are in twenty-two States and territories 
that cannot spare a bushel to commerce, anda in fif- 
teen not lessthan 65, bu are required for 
bread and seed leaving only $2,000, O00 bu available, 
of which scarcely 50,000,000 bu can be forced into 
commercial distribution at Eo oo prices. Farthe 
larger part of available supply is now visible in com- 
mercial elevators.’’ 


Prime crop report, Ap 12.—Reports from Cen- 
tral Lilinois on oats show at two-thirds of the crop 
has been sown and that the early sown oats are 
sprouted. There are not many oats back in farmers’ 
hands. Reports from important winter wheat 
countries in pe wie Illinois say that the late 
wheat is ming out better than was 
expected, but that the stand ie thin on the ground; 
should the wéather turn drv, the lake wheat would 
suffer very much. The cold weatber recently has 
been beneficial to the crop, as it has held it back and 
tended to make it thicker on the ground. From 
Sonthern Indiana indications for winter wheat is 
fair, but the crop will not be as large as the ag J of 
189], under the most favorable circumstances a 
wheat has not made a good stand, is thin on the 
ground and from 3 to 6 inches high. 


Although somewhat impeded by the present un- 
settied weather, agricultural work in France is being 
prosecuted with ail possible dispatch. In some of 
the Belgian agricultural districts the winter-killed 
wheat has had to be resown. The recent fine weath- 
er, however, was most advantageous to the crops, 
the prospects of which are evidentiy improving. The 
crop outlook is satisfactory in the northern 
provinces of Holland, but not promising 
in others, while in several place; the 
frost-affected autumn sown wheat will have 
to be reseeded or replaced with spring grain. 
Reports from Hungary are unanimous in represent- 
ing that the growing crops have passed through the 
winter exceedingly well. The early sown autumn 
wheat and rye exhibit vigorous growth, and on the 
whole arein good form; but the later sown show 
soine deterioration through the dry weather and tne 
ravages of vermin. British agricultural advices 
represent that fine and mild days with slight showers 
in some parts of the country are much needed for the 
back ward wheat, which has not found the last six 
weeks at all genial. Springs sowings are proceeding 
apace, and it is the general opinicn that the oats and 
barley acreage of last year will be once more reached 
this season.

Dr. Keeley’s Certificate. 


SPRINGFIELD, Jll., April 13.—In the matter } 
of the appeal of Dr. Leslie Keeley of Dwight 
from the action of the State Board of Health, 
revoking his certificate, Gov. Fifer has re- 
versed the action of the board.

NEw York, April 13.—Thomas Byrnes, the 
new Superintendent of Policé, was appointed 
apoliceman Dec. 10, 1863. He was then I8 
yearsold. After five years patrol duty in the 
Fiiteenth District he was assigned to duty as 
rouudsman in the Third. In 1869 he was 
made Sergeant, and a year later Captain. 
His first command was the Twenty-third Pre- 
cinct. He was transferred successively to 
the Twenty-first and Fifteenth Precincts, and 

to the Broadway squad. In 1878 he was 
sent to headquarters in charge of the de- 
tective squad. He was made Inspector two 
years later. At his request the Legislature 


created the detective bureau on May 25, 
1882, and the detective force as now in opera- 
tion was established. 
No man has been more constantly before 
_the public as a thief-catcher than Inspector 
. In his twenty-eight yeurs service 
he has never been found i of any in- 
fringement of the Big « of the department. A 
list of the arrests — by ope and of 
mysteries unravel would many 
columns.
